“mm sound like the 
organization man. But it is quite 
plain that what he really is is 
himself—an intelligent product of 
the tough, world-wide economic 
composition of the last half of the 
20th century. 


In two recent speeches, one at 
Birmingham, Ala., where prob- 
lems of industry, race and edu- 
cation are acute, and im Minne- 
apolis, Minn., where the indus- 
trial picture brightens, Henry 
Ford II held up a warning finger 
against this country presenting to 
the world at large ‘‘the image of 
a quarrelsome, divided and cor- 
rupt society. . . . World commu- 
nism could not ask for a better gift 
than this...” 


At Minneapolis he was, in a 
sense, a David who smote the 
dull-witted Goliath of Status Quo 
squarely between the eyes with 
the stone of truth. It is dismay- 
ing how few leaders of American 
industry see that no industrial 
society can any longer live unto 
itself. The American free enter- 
prise system must be able to com- 
pete in the world market to sur- 
vive. 


Studied Contempt 


Perhaps one is wrong to read 
studied contempt for dull-witted 
affirmations of out-moded shibbo- 
leths in his sharp criticism of 
those pundits who have been sug- 
gesting that “‘the honeymoon”’ be- 
tween business and the Kennedy 
administration is over. But, to 
some, this conclusion seemed im- 
plicit in the strength of his words. 


‘‘America,” he said, “cannot af- 
ford the ludicrous spectacle of old- 
fashioned guerrilla warfare be- 
tween business and government.” 
He offered one simple, 
reason: ‘We (American industry 
and government) need all the 
energy we can muster to fight 
Communist economic aggression.” 


More and more economists, in- 
dustrialists, financiers and busi- 
nessmen are beginning to see 
that, unless the many competing 
special interest, pressure groups 
which make up a free society, can 
voluntarily associate all the en- 
ergy they can muster, we may 
lose without war. In the 20th 
century business can no more dis- 
associate itself from the welfare 
of government than government 
from business or the general wel- 
fare. 


It is possible, if we indulge our- 
selves in the pleasant idea that 
those who have passed on into 
eternity can look down on us, 
that Grandpa Henry is a bit pale. 
In his emphatic insistence on 
management’ establishing and 
maintaining ethical business pol- 
icies, Henry Ford noted the evi- 
dence of collusion between some 
anions and some management. 
He said of Walter Reuther’s UAW, 
that the Ford Motor Company has 
developed a ‘genuine respect for 
the determination of UAW leader- 
ship to keep that union, which 
represents Ford’s hourly em- 
ployes, free of corruption.” 


Competition 


At no point did he intimate that 
business abandon the real benefits 
of vigorous competition. At least 
two paragraphs of his develop- 
ment of this point are worth quot- 
ing. 


‘Freedom to compete, to differ, 
to dissent, to criticise, to urge 
change—these all are a cherished 
part of our heritage as Amer. 
icans, of the values that we seek 
to defend against the onslaught of 
communism,”’ he said. 


“But there is a difference be- 


tween the kind of earnest, 
healthy, rational debate that for- 
wards America’s interests—in- 


deed, is essential to the workings 
of the American system—and the 
kind of internal warfare that can 
weaken it.” 


It is good to hear so prominent 
a figure of American industry 
speak so plainly. Someone must 
speak for America above the 
clamor of the divisive Birch So- 
ciety principles of the isolationist 
urgers, of the White Citizens 
Councils, of the anti-Semitic and 
other hate and fear groups which 
lare so clamorous. America is in 
danger, but if its economy and 
its freedom remain strong, we 
will survive.

Authorities said the cease-fire 
terms did not provide for a halt 
to the Soviet arms airlift to the 
rebels.

was “degrading the court.” 


The chief justice took violent 
exception to an oral dissent that 
Frankfurter had just delivered. 


He said it was not a proper state- 
ment of an opinion but was “a 
lecture—a closing argument by 
a prosecutor to the jury.” 


‘‘As I understand it,’’ Warren 
said, “the purpose of reportng 
an opinion in the courtroom is to 
inform the public and is not for 
the purpose of degrading this 
court.” 


It was the most bitter outburst 
in open court within the memory 
of Supreme Court observers.

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U.S. Has a Stake 
In French Revolt 


The revolt of French army officers in 
Algeria, threatening all of France with 
civil war, is of the utmost concern to 
NATO, to the United States and the free 
world. Added to the rest of the West's 
troubles, it is senseless and weakening. 
President. de Gaulle and other - en- 

lightened leaders know that this effort to 
preserve a dying era cannot succeed. 

It has been known for a long time 
that French army leadership in Algeria 
has no .sympathy. with President de 
Gaulle’s program for self determination of 
Algeria as a means of ending the costly 
rebellion there. This rebellion, which has 
been going on for almost a decade, has 
been a steady drain on French resources 
and must be ended. 

The Army, of course, has the backing 
of right-wing European elements in Al- 
geria but there is no proof that the 
majority of French settlers are unwilling 
to face up to facts. As for France itself, 
the 45 million citizens of the mainland 
have backed De Gaulle’s efforts at the 
polls. They want an honorable solution 
to the Algerian problem. 

It is to defeat such a solution that the 
Army leaders have revolted. It is the 
same leaders whose threat of civil war 
in 1958 forced De Gaulle to assume power. 
Presumably they are in control of France’s 
best troops, most of whom are stationed 
in Algeria. They seem determined to place 
the French people under military rule. 
France remains the hub of the NATO 
alliance. This reckless adventure threat- 
ens it. The United States, pledging full 
support to De Gaulle, knows what is at 
stake. 

President de Gaulle is taking firm 
measures which we hope succeed. Their 
success depends upon whether Algeria 
and the French nation are to be spared a 
blood bath and NATO a body blow.

Income Differential Is 
A Statewide Challenge 


It is dismaying news that Georgia’s 
per capita personal income, in spite of an 
increase of almost 60 per cent in the past 
10 years, fell further behind the national 
average. 

The gap between that of the nation 
and Georgia was $474 in 1950. This had 
widened to $620 in 1960. While Georgians’ 
per capita income increased from $1,017 in 
1950 to $1,622 in 1960, the nation’s in- 
crease was from $1,491 to $2,242. This 
leaves the state eighth lowest from the 
bottom. 

The increase of $605 per capita means 
a tremendous increase in expendable in- 
come, a hike of $2,897,000,000. Several 
populous counties equal or exceed the 
national average. But for the state as a 
whole, the present rate of per capita in- 
come increase would take 55 years to 
equal the national. 


All of which presents a challenge to 
the state’s business, industrial and gov- 
ernmental leadership. It should be the 
first order of discussion for the new 100- 
man statewide Industrial Development 
Council appointed by W. Cam Mitchell, 
president of the Georgia State Chamber 
of Commerce. 


The state’s economic development has 
been a boot-strap operation and it has 
reached the stage where research, under- 
standing and stimulation of remedial 
measures should concern us all. Our mo- 
mentum will not sustain itself. It must 
be nurtured.

Balance of Payments 


Begins to Right Itself 


Further encouraging news about the 
state of the economy comes in the an- 
nouncement that the U.S. balance-of-pay- 
ments position is showing dramatic im- 
provements. The dollar’s standing is 
stronger than in many months and there 
is even a possibility that the year will 
show a payments surplus. 

Steps to ease the problem, begun in the 
Eisenhower administration and continued 
by his successor, have been accompanied 
by a reversal in the movement of short- 
term capital and a small increase in the 
U.S.trade surplus. It remains to be seen, 
however, whether this is temporary or 
whether the crisis will return. Should the 
trade surplus continue, there seems little 
cause for worry. But this is expected to 
take a downturn in the months ahead. 

Thus the United States must continue 
to improve its competitive ability in trade 
while doing whatever possible to pre- 
vent excessive outflow of capital. Coop- 
eration of our Western allies will be 
needed so that a repetition of the recent 
pressures on the dollar will not occur.

WASHINGTON NOTES: A week in Washing- 
ton, even in the time of the Cuban failure, con- 
firms faith in the quality of the Kennedy 


Hearing and seeing the President and his key Cabinet 
members makes it obvious that Mr. Kennedy has assembled good and 
frequently brilliant men to lead in a perilous moment. 

The President in particular impresses one with his grasp of the 
American obligation, even though he has had very few breaks in his 
effort to meet it. He could do nothing to prevent Russia from putting 
the first man into space, of course. He could do something on Laos, 
and did, but it will be no more than a draw, not a victory. As for 
Cuba, he bit on a sour one. At least he is moving vigorously to 
clean up that mess and forestall another one like it.

The President, to repeat, is pointing the country in the right 


direction, in our estimation. 


But the country is not yet moving with him. | 

And the melancholy fact is that the American people either must 
believe in this man and begin helping him or he cannot gain the 
high ground he speaks so nobly of ascending. Communism is moving 
too swiftly to permit this nation much more time for maneuver. And 
to stand still now can only mean a long, slow slide to war. 

Therefore, it is a time for the conservative elements that are hob- 
bling this President to say precisely to the people what it is they are 
for, if they are against Kennedy. It is only fair to ask how they intend 
to mobilize the causes of freedom into an ideological force that can 
meet and match communism, which has now marched unchecked into 


this hemisphere. 


The march cannot be permitted to continue. Therefore, programs 
of new action are obviously necessary. The French generals resorted 
to force against De Gaulle to stop his program of “giving away’ 
Algeria. But Algeria will be free, one way or another, and these 
generals have simply pointed it and other African lands toward 
communism by erasing DeGaulle’s image of an unselfish France re- 
sponsive to Africa’s aspirations. It is precisely this kind of action that 
has caused Congolese and Cubans alike to confuse communism with the 
kind of “freedom” they want, and not the West’s brand. Force is 
not to be underestimated, and we shall have to use some of it in 


days to come.

But the American ideology also must attract by the power of 
its example, and its attraction presently seems to be insufficient. 
So if federal aid to education is not the right answer to Russia’s 
space lead, what is? If the use of sympathetic persuasion being 
used by Robert Kennedy and Dean Rusk in the field of race relations 
is inadequate to cope, what is? If the Peace Corps isn’t idealistic 
enough, what is? If we cannot or will not afford to pay the taxes 
needed to help old, ill people, or to retrain steelworkers who are 
laid off by’ a force beyond their control—automation—what, then, is 
the image of ourselves that we should hold up to distressed peoples 
elsewhere? If foreign aid won’t work, what will? 

We share the longing for the simplicity of the old frontier. If 
the opponents of Mr. Kennedy’s program can offer a better reflection 
of America’s concern for the problems of modern society, let them. 
If they cannot, Mr. Kennedy needs the people’s hand.

Nixon Resumes 


Role of Leader 


WASHINGTON—Richard Nixon has calmly re- 
sumed his active leadership of the Republican 
Party just as though that leadership had never 


been challenged. But the one real question for the GOP, gag enka 
vice president is the first to grasp, is not who is to be boss at this 


juncture. 


For this he already is, in fact. 


Rather, it is what kind 


of leadership the party people in Congress and in the national com- 
mittee are to show to the Republican rank and file. 


The actual problem now is to 
make the 1964 Republican presi- 
dential nomination worthwhile—to 
anybody. 

So, what the Republican line 
should be is now Nixon’s true con- 
cern. For the time being, at least, 
he frankly reports ‘“‘a great deal 
of popular support for President 
Kennedy as an individual,’’ but 
“virtually no support’? for Ken- 
nedy domestic programs. 


And he emphatically refuses to 
“pop off’? in any way about the 
Kennedy administration’s grave 
foreign policy problems. 

This summary by the man who 
so nearly became President is ar- 
resting in two ways. It is re 
newed proof that Nixon is an un- 
doubted political pro. For only a 
true pro will concede what is ob- 
vious to his opposition and thus 
use obvious candor to gain maxi- 
mum credit for the rest of what 
he intends to say—in this case 
that while a Democratic President 
is popular his program isn’t. 

And it is plain notice to all 
other Republicans, in Congress 
and the national committee, that 
the GOP head man is not going to 
allow his party to be committed 


to mere partisan attacks on the 
Kennedy presidency in foreign af- 
fairs in a time of danger to the 
country itself. 

It is a reasonable forecast, 
therefore, that Nixon in his forth- 
coming series of speeches will hit 
Kennedy hard only on domestic 
issues. 

It is also a reasonable forecast 
that Nixon’s line will shortly be- 
come the general GOP line. Ac- 
tually, he will find himself in 
much the position occupied py the 
Democratic congressional leaders 
all during the Eisenhower-Nixon 
administration. Though incessant- 
ly pushed by ultra-liberal Demo- 
crats to ‘‘get tough with Eisen- 
hower,”’ they rightly refused to do 
this on world affairs. Nixon will 
hear from ultra-conservative Re- 
publicans’ demands that he ‘‘get 
tough with Kennedy,”’ particularly 
as to administration policy in 
Cuba. 

But Nixon, whose high sense 
of public responsibility was fully 
shown during the last campaign, 
is no more likely to succumb to 
this kind of pressure than were 
the equally adult Democrats in 
their time in opposition.

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History Is Human 


By GEORGE VANCE 


The adventurous young Eng- 
lishman James Habersham ar- 
rived in Savannah in 1738, took 
one good look at recession-ridden 
Georgia, and decided what 
George II's newest colony need- 
ed was slavery. 


Hunger and desolation were all 
about him as. he went about his 
self-assigned task of opening a 
school for destitute children. 


Settlers, unable to make a 
success on their 50-acre allot- 
ments from the trustees, were 
leaving the five-year-old colony by 
the hundreds. 


TACKLED SLAVE ISSUE 


The trustees had:‘*dreamed of 
developing a great grape and 
silk-producing colony here for 
Mother England. But Habersham 
felt their grand and glorious plan 
would fail unless the trustees 
eased some regulations—the 50- 
acre limit on land, the specific 
crop dictations, and the ban on 
slavery. 

He tackled the slave issue 
first; and with his good friend, 
the famed evangelist George 
Whitefield, he spearheaded the 
colonists’ campaign to import 
slaves. (The Rev. Mr. White- 
field, who came to Georgia as 
successor to Charles Wesley, 
justified the action on grounds 
that importation of Africans 
from their barbaric surroundings 
to live and learn in the humane 
surroundings of a Christian land 
would be advantageous. ) 


In 1739, the 26-year-old man 
from Yorkshire, England, was 
writing the trustees that the sun 
was too hot in summer for the 
colonists to stay in the fields all 
day, and the cost of clearing the 
swampy wilderness was too much 
with “white hands.” 

FAILED AT FIRST 


~ “T believe that it is not an in- 
stance of one planter in the col- 
ony who can support his family 


with his own produce,”’ Haber- 
sham declared in his ‘“‘give-us- 
slaves” plea. 


The trustees probably pigeon- 
holed this letter along with the 
rest of the protests coming from 
the Georgians whom they felt at 
the time were an ungrateful lot. 

The young man apparently took 
his elders’ rebuke with the same 
philosophical outlook with which he 
later was to write, “It is easy for 
the people of England to speculate 
ard refine, but here we must act 
as necessity requires.” 


He went about his work with 
under-privileged children and 
joined Whitefield in the operation 
of Bethesda Orphanage, which the 
evangelist had founded in Sa- 
vannah. Habersham supervised 
the operations there while the 
evangelist went about the world 
of the 1740s seeking funds in its 
behalf, 


When Bethesda was beginning 
to get on its feet in 1744, Haber- 
sham resigned to open an export- 
import business with another 
friend, Francis Harris. 

Their firm, Harris and Haber- 
sham, was soon to grow into the 
colony's most important enter- 
prise. It was the first company 
to charter a vessel to carry away 
Georgia products, and it made a

At first the firm’s exports con- 
sisted of tar, pitch, staves, rice 
and deerskins, and it shipped prin- 
cipally to Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia.

By 1747 the trustees had inad- 
vertently received a letter in 
which Habersham confidently had 
expressed his views of the trus-

The Georgian 
was shocked that the men back 
in England were not offended 
this time. But they had heard 
of Habersham’s business acumen 
and that he. was becoming a man 
of influence. 


So he struck again with his 
slavery plea. 


In this letter, he told the trus- 
tees that ‘‘things have had such 
a dreadful appearance for some 
time past, that, rather than see 
the colony deserted .. . I really 

. . would have consented to the 
use of Negroes.” 


Two years later, in 1749, the 
trustees finally consented to the 
importation of slaves. 


That was a great year for 
Habersham. Not only did the 
trustee action permit the devel- 
opment of the South’s great plan- 
tation system, it also permitted 
Habersham and Harris to grow 
and help Habersham to develop 
his own agricultural pursuits. 


In the same year, the com- 
pany sent its first vessel of Geor- 
gia products directly to England, 
marking the beginning of a great 
friendship between Habersham 
and his native land which was 
to last until his death. 

The mother country, realizing 
Habersham’s growing influence 
in the colony, appointed him a 
commissioner in 1750 to promote 


'the colony’s silk industry. In 
1852, it gave Habersham a 500- 
acre tract near Savannah on 


which the Georgian developed his 
famous Silk Hope Plantation. 
Habersham had a great faith in 
silk, but he also raised cattle, 
experimented with cotton and 
developed great rice plantations. 
He produced the first cotton ever 
shipped from America, and his

Although the trustees gave up 
Georgia in 1752, the king asked 
them to continue rule until a 
royal governor could be sent 
over. 


The trustees had appointed 
Habersham as their secretary in 
the colony and a member of the 
council in 1750. When the royal 
governor, John Reynolds, came 
in 1754, Habersham was con- 
tinued as secretary of the col- 
ony and as a member of the 
royal council. 


OPPOSED REVOLUTION 


As the first cries for independ- 
ence swept America, there was 
no question where the wealthy 
and influential James  Haber- 
sham stood. He was now a con- 
servative and stood for the status 
quo. 


He denounced the Sons of Lib- 


erty as ‘great bawlers’” and 
declared they wanted to take 
the powers of government ‘‘out 


of its proper channels and _in- 
vest it in a mob.” 


Even though his three sons— 
James, John and Joseph—were 
among that “‘mob” of ardent pa- 
triots, the old loyalist stuck by 
England despite the dangers. 


During these hectic pre-Revolu- 
tionary days, the friendship be- 
tween Habersham and royal Gov. 
James Wright, became even clos- 
er. No doubt the work of these 
two men kept Georgia from send- 
ing delegates to the first Con- 
tinental Congress. 


ACTED AS GOVERNOR 


When Gov. Wright left the strife- 
torn colony in 1771 on a leave of 
absence, Habersham was appoint- 
ed acting royal governor on 
Wright’s recommendation. Wright 
told the mother government that 
Habersham was ‘‘a_ gentleman 
of property and no liberty boy, 
but a firm friend of the govern- 


ment and a very worthy, honest 
man.”’ 


History also attests to his 
worthiness and honesty. Col. C. 
C. Jones Jr. wrote that he was 
“one of the sweetest, purest, 
most useful characters of a long 
line of colonial worthies.’’ And 
Otis Ashmore declared that ‘‘he 
was deeply religious and pro- 
foundly interested in the spiritual 
welfare of his fellowman.”’ 


Although his sense of honesty 
did not permit Habersham to ap- 
prove many punitive acts of Eng- 
land—including the Stamp Act— 
he resolutely resisted the rising 
tide of revolutionary spirit.

Today we have a tale of woe 
to record. A player of consid- 
erable experience went set in 
a slam contract that could have 
been fulfilled even by Aunt Ma- 
tilda, and yet it is hard to find 
fault with the declarer’s analysis. 


North opened the bidding with 
one spade and East made a some- 
what questionable overcall. Per- 
haps we should not be hasty in 
criticizing him, however, in view 
of the result it produced. When 
South was able to come in freely 
with three clubs, his partner 
sensed a slam in the offing and 
immediately embarked on a 
Biackwood inquiry. South showed 
that he had one ace and North 
bid six clubs. 


West opened the five of hearts 
which was won by dummy’s 
blank ace. A casual survey of 
the combined holdings reveals 
that declarer apparently has only 
two options in the play. He must 
first lead a diamond toward dum- 
my’s king on the chance that the 
ace may be favorably located in 
which case he can obtain a dis- 
card for his losing spade. If this 
play does not come off, he can fall 
back on the spade finesse. 


Since the diamond ace does, 
in fact, lie in front of the king, 
it is difficult to see with all 
hands exposed how declarer 
could go set. For an _ expla- 
nation we will have to refer back 
to East’s overcall. Declarer felt 
from his opponent’s vulnerable 
bid at the two level that East was 
pretty well marked with the ace of 
diamonds as part of his high 
ecard values. The lead up to 
the king of diamonds, therefore, 
did not look very appealing and 
South could readily project an 
end play on his right hand op- 
ponent to avoid risking the 
spade finesse if the ace of dia- 
monds was held by East. He, 
therefore, drew trump and 
cashed the king of hearts as a 
preliminary measure to strip 
ping out the hand and discarded 
the three of diamonds from 
dummy. Next he ruffed away his 
remaining heart and now exited 
with the king of diamonds hoping 
to force East into the lead at a 
time when he would either have 
to give declarer a ruff and a sluff 
or lead right into dummy’s spade 
holding. 


However, West won the diamond 
trick and merely got out with a 
spade, forcing declarer to fall back 
on the spade finesse. When this 
failed he went set one trick.

NEW YORK (WNS)—Ameri- 
can women are neglecting op- 
portunities in even 
passing up substantial scholar- 
ships, declared Dr. Mary Louise 
Robbins, professor of microbiol- 
ogy at George Washington Uni- 
versity and leader in a discus- 
sion on ‘‘Women in Science”’ 
sponsored by the American 
Council on Women in Science 
and Sigma Delta Epsilon, the 
women’s scientific sorority. 


science, 


This is slowing the United 
States in its race with Russia 
in the space age, she said. 


“Many capable women stick 
to the kitchen instead of aspir- 
ing to the laboratory,’’ she said. 
Her own sorority has for some 
time been offering a $1,600-a- 
year fellowship for a woman 
who wishes to continue ad- 
vanced studies, but there have 
been no eligible applicants. 


RARE CREATURES 
Dr. Robbins said that while 


there have been for some time 
professional women in science 
who have titles of research di- 
rector, professor, technical di- 
rector, consultant or almost any 
other title held by their male 
counterpart, “‘they are still rare 
creatures in our mid-20th cen- 
tury.”’ 


“We don’t want to tell people 
that all women should be sci- 
entists. But we feel the girl who 
wants to be a scientist should 
have every chance to do so. 
That is why financial aid is be- 
ing offered to encourage girls 


who have the aptitude,’ Dr. 
Robbins said. 
REASONS WHY 

Dr. Robbins’ reasons why 


girls do not enter or continue 
in scientific fields are: 


1. Parents follow one cultural 
pattern for boys and another 
for girls. 


2. Many parents feel that girls 
entering the scientific field will 
not get married. 


3. There is discrimination 
against employing women in 
science except when there is a 
shortage of men. The reason for 
this discrimination is fear that 
girls will quit to marry and the 
money a firm invests in them is 
wasted. 


CAREER AND MARRIAGE 


Many members of Sigma 
Delta Epsilon, the honorary 
graduate women’s scientific fra- 
ternity, combine marriage and 
a career, Dr. Robbins said. 


At a high school Science Fair 
in Washington, she related, a 
father said to the lady scientist 
in charge, ‘“‘My daughter isn’t 
going to be a scientist; she is 
much too ladylike.’’ And a col- 
lege boy said to a coed, “Why 
is a nice girl like you going into 
physics?” 


When a certain scientist was 
asked to name someone for a 
position, he was told, ““We don’t 
want a man, we need a woman; 
this position does not offer any 
chance of advancement.”

Well, today the big argument is 
that cigarette smoking causes 
lung cancer. And there’s another 
group that contends, with evi- 
dence, that there’s no proof that 
cigarettes cause lung cancer. 


All right. I'll agree. There's no 
proof. I know people who’ have 
smoked cigarettes since World 
War I and still have good lungs. I 
even know of some people who 
never smoked cigarettes and yet 
died of lung cancer. It isn’t an 
open-and-shut rule that if you 
smoke cigarettes you'll have lung 
cancer. 


But one fact is now far beyond 
the stage of disputes, so far as I 
know: Lung cancer occurs far 
more frequently among cigarette 
smokers than in any other group. 
That’s good enough for me. 


The American Cancer Society 
is waging a campaign against 
teen-age smoking. I hope it is suc- 
cessful. Anybody who never starts 
smoking never misses it. 


Cancer isn’t, however, the only 
factor involved. There’s the cost. 
There’s the risk of fire, in bed, in 
the woods, or elsewhere, caused 
by careless smokers. There’s 
“cigarette cough.’’ I could, but 
won’t, mame an eminent cancer 
authority who finally quit, not 
because of the cancer risk, but 
because he coughed so hard he 
couldn’t get enough sleep. 


Smoking, however enjoyable, is 
not a healthful habit, and the only 
honest advice I can give is, 
“Don’t.” 


I don’t really expect my words 
to have any great effect. It’s all 
been said before, and nothing 
much happened. For reasons I 
don’t understand, there seems to 
be some urge for young people to 
smoke, even though they don’t, in 
the beginning, enjoy it. I guess it 
makes them feel grown up. 


I remember a big, lumbering 
boy named Emil, in my own 
eighth grade class, who used to 
smoke cigarettes right on the
